C A T T E R E D from 
the middle of the 
nation 
eastward to the A tlantic coast are 
1 1 6 white 
enamel brick buildings, emblazoned upon each of 
which is a sign 
that reads. 
"Hamburgers, 
5 
cents.” 
Built to resemble miniature European 
castles, these buildings are known as "W hite C astles,” 
and the name of the company under whose ownership they 
are operated is T he W hite C astle System of Eating Houses 
Corporation. 
H o w this business has been built in IO years from the 
first lone cement block building in W ichita. K an., to the 
1 1 6 castles in 16 cities o f 
l l 
states, which served the 
Am erican public 2 3 .4 5 6 ,8 2 7 
hamburger sandwiches in 
1 9 3 0 , is a romantic story of business achievement. 
It is a story of "glorifying tile ham burger"— and also 
the hum ble five-cent piece: o f tw o men who refused to 
surrender the idea that their vision was well founded and 
carried on to unquestionable success in a field that was 
heretofore untried. 
A lthough the first hamburger shop to be known as a 
W hite Castle was not opened until early in 
1 9 2 1 , the 
history o f the Volute Castle System actually dates from 
O ctober 16, 1916, when W a lt Anderson started his “ five- 
eent hamburger business" at M eade and Douglas Avenues 
in W ichita in a remodeled street car that once had seen 
•ervice behind a span of mules in the days before electric 
cars cam e into use. 
M r. Anderson had owned or operated eight restaurants 
c f his own in Wichita and other cities and had worked as 
a ch ef in many other eating houses in the M iddle W est. 
W h ile working in a hamburger stand just across the street 
from the location of his first individual venture, he devel­ 
oped a new method of preparing the hamburger sandwich 
w hich met with immediate approval. 
W ith this develop­ 
ment was born thf conviction that a business specializing 
in this particular item of food offered a real opportunity, 
and he began to dream of and plan for such a business 
c f his own. 
A 


C R O S S the street from where he worked was a shoe 
shop, housed in this remodeled street car. 
T he pro­ 
prietor was willing to sell for $6 0 . 
But at that 
particular time the price might as well have been $ 6 0 0 0 
as far as Mr. Anderson w as concerned, as his weekly 
w ages were not high. 
If ready money was lacking, determination w as not, 
however, and he refused to give up his dream. 
People 
with money were slow in seeing the possibilities in a ham­ 
burger stand, and for weeks M r. Anderson sought to raise 
the small sum necessary to make the purchase. 
T h e money finally was obtained and he set about pre­ 
paring the old car for business. 
H e built a counter down 
the middle and installed three stools for customers. 
H e 
had money enough to buy a fiat piece of iron for a griddle 
but not enough money to pay to have its edges curled; so, 
for some time after he opened for business, there w’as noth­ 
ing to do but let the surplus grease drip onto the floor. 
T h e first day’s receipts totalled $ 3 .7 5 . 
But the public 
im mediately responded to this new product, tastier and 
fresher than the average restaurant hamburger of that day; 
end today tile average daily receipts of the company are 
about $ 5 OOO— more than 1 5 0 0 times that of the opening 
day. 
"From the start,” explained M r. Anderson, "it w as a 
definite ruling to provide the best of meat and the freshest 
o f buns and to keep everything in the stand as clean as 
possible. 
This policy of quality and cleanliness, combined 
with quick and courteous service, has always been insisted 
upon and the growth of the business proves that the public 
responds to continued and honest efforts along these lines.” 
A s the business prospered, M r. Anderson began to con­ 
sider expanding in keeping with his dream of a chain of 
popular hamburger shops. 
I w o attempts to build second 
•lands failed, but in 1920, he opened two more successful 
places in W ichita. 
I 


N seeking other locations M r. Anderson made the ac­ 
quaintance of E. W . Ingram, at that time a w ell­ 
known W ichita real estate and insurance man. 
Out 
• f their association grew a decision to form a partnership 
for the continued expansion of the hamburger stand idea. 
A lease was obtained at 1 1 0 W est First Street and. 
Upon M r. Ingram’s suggestion, the name ‘W hite C astle” 
w as selected. 
T I* building w as designed with turrets and 
• tower, rn keeping with the castle idea, and became die first 
W hite C astle of the 116 th at now dot the country. 
T h e progress of the com pany in the early days of its 
history was slow, but was highly profitable from the stand­ 
point of the experience that w’as being gained to guide the 
men in future activities. 
Operations in Omaha were started by the company in 
1 9 2 3 , die venture proving successful and the end of the 
year seeing three more castles doing business there. 
B efore going into further expansion, it was decided to 
Incorporate and, in January, 
1924, The W hite Castle 
System of Eating Houses Corporation was organized, with 
M r. A nderson as president and M r. Ingram as vice presi­ 
dent and treasurer. 
Then, as now, they retained equal 
•hares o f stock, with only three or four other shares out­ 
standing for organization purposes. 
Cem ent blocks were used in the construction of W hite 
C astles until 1925, w’hen the first white enamel brick build­ 
ing w as put up in St. Louis. 
Since then, this type has 
been developed until the 1 9 3 0 white enamel brick castles 
are structures of rare neatness and cleanliness in appearance 
and m odels of efficiency in arrangement, tile latest types 
being built with basements to house electrical refrigeration 
and heating and cooling equipment and to give added 
•pace on the ground floor.

T Y first ambition to fly came years ago when 
iVl I saw Lincoln Beachy fly," recalled Mr. 
Anderson, "and alw ays after that I read 
everything I could find about aviation. 
“A t the time B eachy w as in Salt Lake City. 
Thom as A . Edison also w as there. 
In a newspaper 
interview he made six predictions as to w'hat aviation 
would accomplish in the next 2 0 years. 
I men- 
orized those predictions and can repeat them today.” 
T he predictions M r. Anderson recalls Mr. Edison 
made were: the average spiced of airplanes would be 
2 0 0 miles an hour; planes would circle the globe in 
one w eek; planes w ould cross the American conti­ 
nent in 18 hours; the monoplane would be the speed­ 
iest type o f ship; other types would be used for 
freight and heavier service. 
M any years after he first got a desire to fly, M r. 
Anderson decided he w as financially able to achieve 
his ambition- 
Believing an airplane would be useful 
in his business, he bought a Travel A r biplane in 
O ctober, 1928. 
A t that time he had not taken • 
single flying lesson. 
T w o months later he made his 
first solo flight. 
a 
H is original plane has been follow ed by two other 
Travel A ir 
biplanes 
and 
his 
present 
monoplane, 
which he bought in February, 1 9 3 0 . 
H e uses the

lane regularly in visiting the various cities where 
is restaurants operate.

ing groves under six years old. 
W. A. Culp brought out the fact 
that within a radius of two miles 
from the center of Brea there are 
now 
approximately 
7000 
acres 
planted almost entirely to valen­ 
cias. most of which will come Into 
first bearing within the next three 
years. 
This means th at practically 
IO per cent of the present citrus 
grove acreage of the county lies 
in the Brea district and that, as 
stated by Wahlberg, the com m un­ 
ity can lay claim to agricultural 
as well as petroleum possibilities 
with future honors probably lean­ 
ing to the first, named industry.

NATIONAL PLANNING AGAIN 


The other day I suggested 
that 
the param ount issue of 1932 cam 
paign should be "central planning” 
to bring 
order 
out of 
economic 
chaos. 
I suggested further th a t I should 
cast my vote for President for the 
candidate who, In my judgment, 
seemed most likely to further this 
planning. 
Today I w ant to protest In ad­ 
vance a possible 
misinterpretation 
to which these statem ents are open. 
I am not thinking of a Five Year 
Plan, let us say, under which the 
United States would seek to steal 
the technique of a Stalin. 
I am not thinking of an economic 
super-governm ent to be set up In 
Washington to play dictator to Am­ 
erican economic energy and enter­ 
prise. 
There Is room and need for a 
National Economic Council to give 
special attention to our economic 
status and 
prospect, but 
when I 
speak of "central planning” I am 
not thinking of an enforceable n a­ 
tional program mapped out by such 
council. 
I am thinking, in fact, not of a 
"central planning” so much ae of 
several "central plannings” Inspired 
by a central leadership th at a pres­ 
ident might give. 
Democracy muat function through 
the contagion of leadership rather 
than the commands of 
dictatorial 
power. 
And most of the national plan­ 
ning board proposals now current, 
looking so logical on 
paper, 
will 
prove futile unless lacked by a 
dictator or by the sort of emer­ 


gency powers th at governments ex­ 
ercise in war-time. 
I should dislike to see a national 
planning board invested with w ar­ 
tim e powers of dictation, but eco­ 
nomic America dares not play the j 
role of Headless Horsemen In the j 
years immediately ahead, 
It is, of course, absurd to think 
th at any President, 
can, 
single- 
handed, prevent or cure an econom­ 
ic debacle th a t Is world-wide, but aj 
magnificent opportunity will be op­ 
en to the President 
in the years 
just ahead. By the prestige of his | 
post he can make the nation listen 
when he has something to say. And 
Just now America needs a ministry 
of vivid and realistic interpretation 
of the real meaning of the current j 
economic situation, an interprets-1 
tlon th at will drive the varied lead­ 
erships of our economic life out of j 
their narrow rabbit-w arrens of spe­ 
cial Interests 
and 
force 
them to 
think nationally. 
Jt Is not Just cussedness but con­ 
stricted vision th at is ham -string­ 
ing our economic life, and the re ­ 
sults of a central body of analysts j 
and planners, passed through tho I 
mind of a national leader gifted to 
see their meaning and to translate j 
them into term s that would capture] 
and convince the leadership of bus­ 
iness, industry, and finance should, j 
think, go far towards bringing] 
order out of chaos. 
A planned communism may well
